Never Before Equaled. 
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Secured Genuine Checks to Work From 
and Knew the Serial Numbers. 


DETECTIVES WORKING ON THE CASE 
AND A REWARD HAS BEEN OFFERED. 


Continental. Bank of ths Republic and 
Citigens" Bank Admit Sustaining 
Losses, But Not fufficiently Large to 
Aftest Them in the Slightest Degree— 
Other Banks Known to Have Been 
Worked— Story of How the Forgers 
Operated. 


Ample information and evidence are at 
“*hand to show that a gang of very bold and 
expert forgers have been pluck- 
ing the St. Louis banks. The num- 
ber of persons in the gang is supposed 
to be limited, probably not exceeding three, 
but their knowledge of banking and 
business methods ana the versa - 
tility of their autograph artist 
are admittedly ample for their dishonest pur- 
poses. The preparations they made for the 
haul were elaborate and consumed some 
time, but when they were ready to meke 
their haul they did it with astonishin 
celerity. As only a few of their checks 
have deen passed upon by the 
alleged drawefs it is impossible 
to say how much the forgers 
took out of the st. Louis banks; but it is 
known to have been at least $,000and more 
probably $20,000. The ingenuity of device 
and skillofstrategem that these criminals 
have used are calculated to excite both ad- 
miration and dread in the business commun; 


ity. 
HOW THEY WORKED. 

The forgers first took account of the fact 
tat comparatively few checks, drawn dz 
Dusiness houses are written upon the forms 
bearing the bank heading and tound upon the 
Gesks in the corridors of banks. Individuals 
who make few checks, and transient <diepos!i- 
tors make use of these bianks, but business 
houses drawing any considerable number of 
checks have thelr own litbographe d 
printed form, nearly always bound in 
A book, and protected by serial numbers on 
Scheck and stub. These serial numbers are 
Usually printed in red ink, and are 
considered an additional safeguard 
against forgeries. For Ha check bearing u 
serial number be encountered that is far 
behind or far in advance of the serial 
numders that are passing under the 
eye of the paying teller on the checks efa 
given firm, the teller is apt to scrutinize it 
closely. It., say the frst check of 
the day were num bered 405 
and the second 500 the teller 
would immediately seek to ascertain where 
all the intermediate checks were tarryinz, 
and how the firm came to draw so many 
cheeks in one day. 

80 the swindlers 
only to  countePfeit the blank 
check forms of their victims, but 
to number the checks as closely as possibile 
to the numbers of the checks 
that were running in each particular 
case at the time the forgery was uttered. 
This made it necessary that they should see 
the check-bouk on the day the forgery 
was consummated. It was necessary before 
taking this step to duplicate the check forms 
of each of their victims. If those forms

The biank check was first reproduced and 
then provision made for placing upon it the 
serial number in the same color and 
style of. type used by the frm about 
to de victimised. The signature was 
practiced until satisfactorily accurate and 
the amount for which the check was 
Grawn was decided upen and in- 
perted. It now became necessary 
to know what sertal numbers were 
running inthe vietim’s bock.

Mr. Melcher had not noticed that anything 

was wrong with his checks, but he was will- 
ing to accommodate so polite a young man, 
and he produced his check book. 
The young man took it with the careless 
familiarity of an expert, inspected the bind- 
critically and threw the book 
open on the desk. He picked 
up the frst. leaf and “held it 
up to the light for water marks, then 
thumbed the paper daintily for weight and 
finish. The printing and lithographing 
was excellent, as he showea dy an 
approving nod and complacent smile, 
and just as he was handing the book back 
he allowed the stubs to escape one dy, one 
from between thumd and finger. All this time 
he seemed to be politely indifferent to writ- 
ing in the book, and all the thumbing 
of the stubs was apparently a mere 
tradesman’s trick. As he let go of the book, 
very gently and politely, he picked up his 
hat and remarked to Mr. Melcher: 

„Woll, [am giad to find that your work at 
least was well done. Our firm takes the 
greatest pains to satisfy all ite customers, 
and even the few little failures it makes are 
very annoying. Good morning, sir,’’ and 
the polite young man withdrew. 

In less than an hour the $500 check bearing 
Mr. O. W. Melcher“ signature, and being 
an exact duplicate in its engraving 
and printing of the genuine checks 
of the firm was presented at the Conti 
nental Bank and paid. Ithad all been pre- 
viously prepared except the serial num- 
ber, which as supplied at the last 
moment tor thé reason stated. It happened 
to be four numbers out of the way by the time 
the forgery reached the bank, but this was 
close enough for the purposes of the 
swindiers. 

SAMPLE OF THEIR CLEVERNESS, 

Similar methods were employed in secur- 
ing the serial numbers of the checks of 
all other houses on whom checks were 
forged, And as proof that these 
forgers worked by the card it may be stated 
that in one case they followed a queer habit 
of one of their victims of insert ing in the face 
of the check the consideration for which the 
check was written. This man was a small 

erchant doing. business on North Seventh 

it is his habit to insert after the 
amount, in payment for so and so.“ He 
does this as a means of insuring 
himself against second payment of bills, the 
check, when returned to him serving as a re. 
ceipt for the bill as paid. In his case 
the swindlers evidently had an easy 
mark, for the mere copying of such an inter- 
lineation would go a long way toward attest- 
ing the genuineness of the check, and 
the result proved that they had 
correctly ‘‘sized up“ the mental processes 
of paying tellers. The check was paid with,

The known solidity and conservatism of &t. 
Louls banks was evidently considered by the 
persons who executed this scheme, They seem 
to have figured that a few thousand dollars 
losses distributed among hbalfa dozen banks 
would not be seriously felt, and to Dbelleve 
that the banks would refuse to ‘‘squeal’’ 
as long as their individual losses 
were small. It is not believed that any one 
bank was caught for a sum larger than could 
be stated by four figures inthe dollar col- 
umn, the largest cheok yet heard from being 
for $500. 

CITIZENS’ BANK WORKED. 

The check worked on the Citizens’ Savings 
Bank was one that contained the 
forged signature of F. E. Little & 
Oo., feather dealers at 701 North Main 
street. Mr. Frank Little of the firm was seen 
by the Post-DisPaTOH reporter and asked for 
some information on the manner in which 
the forgers obtained the blank check and

Mr. Melcher, President of the Melcher Ma- 
chinery Co. , admitted the fact of the forgery 
and the substantial correctness of the man- 
ner of its preparation as given above. 
But he said the forgers had missed 
the serial number of the stub in bis 
book by several units. He was 
asked whether they had come within 
four of the last number, and 
he said not within four, but somewhere 
around there. Further than this Mr. 
Melcher would not discuss the forgery, say- 
ing thatit was the bank’s business and not 
his, and he would do nothing to interfere 
with the capture of the forgers. 

BANK OF THE REPUBLIC. 

Has your bank lost anything?’’ was asked 
of President Bulien of the National Bank of 
the Republic in the course of a conversation 
about these forgeries. 

It it had I would not be apt to tell you, 
would I?’’ he answered, with good-humored 
evasiveness. Then, more seriously, What 
I have lost does not cause me any uneasi- 
ness. 

Mr. Bullen had heard ot a number of banks 
that had been caught dy these forgeries, but 
he would not talk about the affairs of other 
banks than his own, He wag inclined to op- 
pose publication of such crimes as putting 
criminals more thoroughly upon their 
guard than they would otherwise be. 

AT THE ST. LOUIS NATIONAL. 

Oashier Isaacs of the st. Louis National 
Bank had heard of the forgeries, but he de- 
clared that his bank had not been caught for 
acent. He had understood, however, that 
the plan of the forgers had been a very ex- 
tensive one. A banker associate of his had 
been a vietim and had promised tosend him 
a sample of the forged paper for Inspection, 
but he had not seen it as yet. 

AT OTHER BANKS, 

At the Fourth National Bank Mr. F. W. 
Biebinger, the President, wasseen. Hesaid 
thatthe dank had some trouble abeut six 
months ago with the gang that were work- 
ing the drafts from country banks by raising 
the amounts, but he Knew of no recent 
forged checks being presented for payment. 
He would know it if anything of the Kind 
had been detected. 

Mr. Adolph Herthel, Cashierof the Inter- 
national Bank, also denied having any 
knowledge of recent forgeries. 

This ig news to me, he said, and there 
must be some mistake in the report that this 
bank was victimized.’’ 

He then called up the paying teller and 

asked him ifany suspicious checks had been 
Cashed recently. The teller replied that 
there had not. 

I any have been presented’’ Mr. Herthel 
continued, We have not discovered them 
yet, and I have warned the teller to be on his 
guard. 

At the Bank of Commerce, Mr. J. C. Van 
Blarcom, Oashier, said that to his knowledge 
no suspicious checks had been presented. 

Mr. John H. McOluney, Cashier of the 
State Bank, had heardarumor that a num- 
ber of forged checks were in circulation, but 
none of them had turned up at his bank so 
far as he knew. 

At the Laclede National Bank Mr. James B. 
True, Cashier, said he had heard that the 
Arkansas banks were being worked with 
raised drafts,and presumably by the same 
gang that operated in this city some months 
ago. He had heard nothing, however, of the 
forged checks recently presented in the city. 
The tellers had strict orders about issuing 
and paying drafts to strangers, He had not 
received any report even of suspicious look 
ing checks being presented, 

HAVE OFFERED A REWARD. 

Mr. W. h. Woodward of Woodward & Tier- 
nan, said: We have been informed of two 
of these forgeries you mention, oneon the 
Oontinentalandthe other on the Oltizens’ 
Bank, and as we printed the checks for the 
Melcher Machine Co., and F. E. Little & Co., 
We are very much interested in having the 
gulity parties run down.’’ 

Do you think any of the employes of your 
house could have stolen the blank checks?“ 

It is possible—but of course we do not 
think 30, and do not even like to think so. 
There are other ways in which they could 
have been obtained.’’ 

How!“ 

It is customary for any lithographing 
house inthe country to furnish samples of 
ite work on application, Now, a man may 
come in here and say that he repre- 
sents Brown, Smith 4 Co., and that 
the firm is thinking of changing its check. 
He asks to see some samples. These are 
shown him, asa matter of course, and prob- 
ably he takes three or four along with him to 
show the firm. 

Again, he may say that he has noticed the 
check of some particular firm, which was 
gotten up by us, and admires the work. He 
would like a sample of that to show the 
firm and he gets it. In this 
manner you can readily see how 
a shrewd fellow could go from one Iitho- 
graphing house to another and secure quite a 
collection, We have never had reason to 
suspect that these checks or drafts would be 
used for the purpose of forgery, but we have 
had our eyes opened.“ 

**What will you do“ N 

In the first place we have issued orders to 
permit none of these blank forms to leave 
the house without first being canceled in 
such a manner that they cannot be used, and 
inthe next place we shall be very careful to 
see that they are placed in proper hands.“ 

Do you suspect any one of being con- 
nected with the present gang? 

No, but we are going to ald the police in 
every way in ferreting them out. We have 
offered the Chief of Police a reward for the

He said he was 
too busy to discuss the matter then, and 
made an appointment for 12 o’clock, 
when he said he would tell what 
he knew. In the meantime, however, he 
went out and upon his return about | o’clock 
he told the reporter that he had changed his 
mind about talking. 

**T don’t want to get mixed up in the 
matter, he said, 'the bank loses the money 
and the amountissmall anyway. It’s none 
of my affair.’’ 

He refused to state even the bank through 
which the forged check was negotiated. 

THEORIES ADVANCED. 

The corps of deteCtives and police’ who 
have been set to work on these cases ac- 
knowledge that they are completely at séa 
as yet as to the means and methods em- 
ployed by the men who are working the 
banks, in obtaining the information neces- 
sary to make theses sful forgeries. 

They mast not only ain the blank fomrs, 
which ls comparati@@iy easy, and also the 
serial numbers to be a, but they must be 
perfectly familiar wi the handwriting of 
two or three differen’ men for every check 
forged. It seems t they not only have 
fac-similes of signa , butalsoof entire 
checks which have deen Alled in and in- 
dorsed.

Another theory advanced is that the for- 
geries were the work of the men who recent- 
ly got into the Texas banks Dy means 
of raised drafts. On) short tims ago the 
St. Louis bankers ived the following 
circular. from the *_Aspooins | 
tion:

FORGED AND RAISED CHECKS. 

The banks of the country are being systematically 

plundered by means of raised and forged 
bank drafte, in whieh all the work is so skillfully 
done as to defy detection by the naked eye or even 
of a microseope. 
The method used is this:

cf the banks in one of the smaller 
towns on a central point, for say $15, removes 
avy precautiouary lines or marks that 
have been made after the word 15“ onV¥even 
tinted paper, writes in the word nun 
dred,“ erases the eent mark or any 
marks made after the $15.00 and makes 
the amount in figures, $1,500.00, fills in the § mark 
made with the automatic or any of the perforating 
machines, executes the two eiphers and § mark 
after the $15.00 and fimally forges the signature 
of the officer signing the draft on the book s0 
perfectiy that in oe of the instances, coming 
under our observation the cashier who signed the 
draft stated he weuld pay a check on his! forged sig- 
nature without any hesitation. 

He also changes the date to perhaps the date 
previous to that of the present § issue. 
He presents the draft and when asked 
for identi@ cation calls attention to the indorsement 
ofthe Cashier or president, and states that it was so 
indorsed to avoid the necessity of his being identi- 
fied.

He was of opinion that the 
Texas bankers “might have escaped 
much of their loss had they 
followed the rule of city bankers 
in refusing to sell small drafts to strangers.

_ WASHINGTON, March 25.—The House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture has completed its con- 
sideration of the anti-option bill and to-day 
authorized it to be reported to the House in 
the amended form agreed upon. 

As agreed on the bill provides that e Very 
„option“ contract and every ‘‘future’’ con- 
tract shall have aM@xed thereto internal rev- 
enue stamps representing taxes as follows: 
For every 10,000 pounds of cotton, hops, 
pork, lard, bacon, dried, salt and pickled 
meats, 1 cent; and every 1,000 bushels of 
wheat and other grains, 1 cent. 

Every eancellation, clearance,acquittance, 
coptango, backwardation privilege, waver 
or other agreement by which the op- 
tions or futures is terminated other- 
wise than by actual sale and 
delivery or such termination is delayed or 
obviated, shall have affixed thereto internal 
revenue stamps representing taxes as 
follows: For every pound of raw 
or unmanufactured cotton, hops, pork, 


lard and bacon, icent a pound; for every 
bushel of wheat, 8 cents, and for every 
bushel of corn, oats, rye and barley, 2 cents. 
Another amendment was adopted by which 
a person engaged in the business may move 
from any State to another on notice tothe 
collector of the district in which his bust 
niss is carried on. The notice to

The Author of Three Recent Outrages 
Confesses His Crime. 


LANCASTER, Pa., March 23.—Four recent at - 
temptsto burn the large hardware estab- 
lishment of Geo. M. Steinman & Co. of this 
city led to an investigation which resulted in 
the detection of the author of three late 
dynamite outrages. 

The culprit is Chas. Rawn, a young man 
belonging toone of the leading families of 
this city, whose sole incentive seems to have 
been an ingane desire to destroy. When the 
unexploded bomb was found in the building 
next door to the Poliee Station some time 
ago, a clerk in Steinman’s store, in which 


Kawn was also employed, reported that a 
stick of dynamite had been extracted from 
behind the counter, but it was not believed 
the flend was one of their employes. 

Yesterday Kawn was confronted with the 
evidence collected by Steinman relative to 
the attempts to burn the store, when he 
made a full confession, stating that he had 
also committed the dynamite outrages. 

The first bomb did not explode, the second 
one badly injured the Oherry Street Bridge 
over the Pennsylvania Rallway and the third 
was exploded on the portico of Mr. Baker s 
residence, Going considerable damage and 
going of just as one person had passed 
within a foot of it and the two others were 
within several feet, approaching it.

SHOT TO DEATH. 


Cashier Herrick Murdered by a Stranger 
at San Francisco. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., March 23.—A man 
entered the branch office of the San Fran- 
cisco Savings Union Bank on Market street 
to-day and presented a check to Assistant 
Cashier A. Herrick. After examining the 
check, Herrick, having doubts as to its gen- 
ulneness, returned it. 

« An altercation ensued between the man 
andthe cashier, during wien the former 
drew a pistol and fired several shots in rapid 
succession, killing Herrick almost instantly. 

The porter of the bank made an attempt to 
disarm the murderer, who immediately 
turned his pistol upon him, but fortunately 
the assassin’s alm was wild and the dullets 
failed of their work. 

The murderer fied fromthe bank, pursued 
by the police and the crowd which hada been 
attracted tothe scene by the shots. He had 
only gone a short distance before he was 
captured. 

The -murderer gave the name of Frank 
Borneman, and the police said he arrived 
here last week from nver. 

Later developwents showed that the paper 
presented to Cashier Herrick by his murderer 
was a note written in red ink Rating 
that the bearer should be given money or he 
would blow up the place with dynamite. On 
the bottom was drawn a skull and cross- 
bones. 

The first shot fred by the assassin went 
wide of ite mark and Herrick reached for his 
revolver. The cashier fred at the man but 
missed, then the fellow shota second time. 
The bullet entered the cashier's head causing 
instant death.

It is seldom thatthe opening of a mercan- 
tile house which sets aparta certain day at 
the beginning of spring to receive lis patrons 
makes an item of news; but the spring open- 
ing ot the ‘'Fair’’ on the southwest corner 
of Seventh and Franklin avenue ves 
terday wasaneventof news which goes 0 
make part of the history of St. Louis, and 
will be recorded as such.

The particularly desirable corner of 
Seventh and Franklin avenue was selected 
by them and in place of the small rickety 
buildings then on the grounds, they erected 
one ofthe handsomest business structures 
lu the city. They gave an ‘‘open- 
ing“ when they were ready for 
businessand the multitude that flocked to 
the spacious Store, indicated somewhat the 
extent of the young men’s acquaintance and 
their wide popularity.

Good Friday Stops Proceedings in the 
Pollard-Breckinridge Casa. 


READING OF DEPOSITIONS WILL con- 
SUME SEVERAL DAYS OF REXT WII 


The Defendant’s Story to Be Held Back 
Until Near the Olose of His Side of 
the Case—A Lawyer’s Estimate of the 
Worth of Miss Pollard’s Testimony. 


March 28.—The dis- 
tinguished defendant in the Pollard-Breck- 
inridge breach of promise case kept close 
to his hotel to-day. The coming of Good 
Friday gives to the pripcipals in the famous 
scandal suit as well as to their attorneys 
an opportunity for rest and a 
much needed relief from the intense 
strain of the trial. The recurrence 
of the day must recall to both plaintif® and 
Getendant the Good Friday of one year ago 
when the interview which formed the basis 
of Mrs. Blackburn’s important testimony 
took place in that lady’s presence. 

The session of the court to-morrow will be 
barren of sensations, as the time is to be de- 
voted wholly to arguments on the admission 
and relevancy of some of the depositions 
offered by the defense, and the jury wiil 
not be present. On Monday the trial proper 
will be resumed, butthe expectation is that 
for some days not much of special in- 
terest will be developed unless it 
be in the deposition of Jullan

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DEMOCRATS DEPART. 


The Conference Adjourns After Adopting 
a Plan of Organization. 


The Demacratic Conference at Entertain- 
ment Hall closed its business last night and 
adjourned. The full plan of organization 
adopted was as follows: 

1, That the basis of representation for dele- 
gates to the Congressional, Judicial, Sena- 


torial and County Conventions be made upon 
the vote cast for presidential electors at the 
election preceding the calling of such con- 
ventions. 

2. That the County Committees of the vari- 
ous counties in the State, when they call 
Oounty Conventions for the purpose of select- 
ing delegates to the District and State Con- 
ventions, include within their call the selec- 
tion only of delegates to District or State 
Conventions that have been called by the 
properly constituted political authorities of 
said district or State; and inno event ought 
a County Committee issue a call for a County 
Convention (or mass meeting) to select dele- 
gates toany convention which has not been 
called and the basis of representation to} 
which has not been fixed by the properly con- 
stituted authoritips; provided that this 
recommendation shal! not affect the acts of 
any committee heretofore taken. 

8. In those senatorial and judicial districts 
ofthe State which bave now no organiza- 
tion, that atthe first meeting of said sena- 
torial or judicial conventions they elect and 
organize senatorial and judicial committees, 
and that until such senatorial or judicial 
committees shall be organized the ¢hairmen 
of the county committees of the counties 
composing said unorganized senatorial or 
judicial districts act as such senatorial or 
judicial committee. 

4. That in counties there shall be selected a 
County Central Committee, to consist of one 
member from each township; that in town- 
ships there shall be collected a committee of 
three,who shall co-operate with the member 
ofthe Central Committee trom such town- 
ship, such member being ex-officio chair- 
man of such townshf committee. 

That inthe cities there shall be elected 
from each city cemmitteemen from said 
precinct by the voters thereof, and after 
said election precinct committeemen in 
each ward shallelect a committeeman to 
represent the ward in the City Central Com- 
mittee.’’ 

This plan of organization, with the excep- 
tion of the last clause, is practically what 
was submitted by the committee appointed 
to draft it. The last clause isa substitute 
for the committee report submitted by R. D. 
Lancaster,

His suggestion 
was that the delegates empower their 
various chairmen to get together into a com- 
mittee of action and draft an agreement 
which would be satisfactory to them, and 
which would give them what they thought 
would be their due. This plan will be pre- 
sented to Receiver Clark, and if he finds that 
he cannot accede to its provisions the men 
will discover that ‘‘they cannot any longer 
remain in the service of the Union Pacific 
Railway receivers. In accordance with 
this idea the conference closed.

SENATOR MORGAN’S IDEA. 

Senator Morgan’s proposal to establish a 
tariff commission to which shall be re- 
terred all questions of customs revenue 
shows how far men have drifted from the 
Democratic idea of government. 

According to this plan tariff revision is 
to be taken out of the hands of Congress 
laltogethér and placed in the hands of a 
committee| composed of the Secretary of 
the Treasury and four others. The duties 
on imported articles shall be fixed by this 
committee, subject to the approval of the 
President. When rates are higher or 
lower than is just the committee shall 
change them. 

It this were not the matured plan of a 
respected Senator it would provoke deri-- 
sion. Coming from the Alabama Senator it 
gives rise to consternation and wonder. 

It is true that Congress should keep its 
hands off private business. All of the 


corruption and most of the disasters of the 


past thirty years have come about through 
the paternal interference of Congress with 
the private affairs of the people. It has 
promoted some at the expense of others, 
until the belief has grown up that the 
surest way to wealth is the partial favor 
of a discriminating papa government. 

The remedy is for the Government to keep 
itself to its own provincean d let the private 
business of the people alone. Not only 
should Congress stop legislating wealth 
into and out of the pockets of individuals, 
but all other branches of the Governmen t 
should observe the same strict policy of 
non-interference. To establish a com- 
mission like that proposed by Sena- 
tor Morgan would make matters worse. 
It would concentrate all the corrupt- 
ing influences of the country upon five 
men instead of 400, and experience shows 
what the result would be. In the opinion 
of the protected pauper only the highest 
duty is perfectly just, and this view would 
be impressed upon the members of the 
commission, whose appointment would 
inevitably be regulated with reference to 
their usefulness to those who Contribute 
the campaign funds. 

Shortly stated, the proposal is to put 
self-government out of the people’s reach. 
It is the climax of oligarchic paternalism 
and corruption, a grotesque departure 
from the principles upon which this Gov- 
ernment was founded.

Dooking Horses and Men. 


Tethe Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

There isa great difference between ‘ @lip- 
ping’’ and ‘‘docking’’ a horse’s tafl. Op- 
ping consists in cuttingthe hair only, while 
in docking a part of the dock, or bony 
substance, isremoved. The former, while 
somewhat inconvenient for the horse, is not 
painful, and the hair will in time grow again 
to nearly its natural length, but the latter 


practice is very distressing and eruel. But 
the barbarous anglo- maniacs do not stop at 
this performance, they go further and muti- 

late their superior in intelligence and horse 
sense’’ to such an extent that even the 
stump of the tall becomes useless. 

There are two large and strong muscles in 
the horse’s tall, one on the upper and one on 
the under side. 

These muscles enable the horse te switch 
his tail at will in all directions. 

Inthe ‘*docked’’ tail the lower muscle 
very often is removed and the upper one, 
having the field all to itself, contraets and 
pulls the stump up so that it stands out 
straight.

ZSoenator Carey’s Bill Giving States and 


Territories a Million Acres Each. 


THE MEASURE INDORSED BY THE SEC. 
RETARY OF THE INTERIOR, 


Letter From the Commissioner of the 
neral Land Office—Takes Advanced 
Ground Favoring the Improvement of 
of Non-Productive Regions — State 
Control—Washington Topics. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Lands will probably soon 
take up Senator Carey’s bill granting to each 
ofthe arid land States and Territories a 
million acres each of the public lands to be 
Sold to settlers in lots of 160 acres each. 

The Secretary of the Interior indorses the 
bill and the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office has written a letter in which he 
takes advanced ground in favor of the im- 
provement of the arid-regions by placing the 
work under the control of the various States. 
He says: 

»The bill is clear and guarded in its terms. 
It is in the interest of small settiers. The 
United States holds thetitle until the lands 
reserved are actually reclaimed and settled. 
The building of irrigating works has been 
found to be very expensive, costing from $5 
to $20 an acre. Consequentiy the most suc- 
cessful settlements in California and Colo- 
rado under Irrigation canals have been where 
the lands could be secured in bodies general- 
ly within Spanish and railroad grants. Now 
that the lands along the water courses, as a 
rule, have been taken, the question arises 
how can the lands difficult and expensive to 
irrigate be made avallable for settlement. 
The people ofthe State where the arid lands 
are located would like to see the United 
States undertake the reclamation. This is 
impracticable now, and it is doubtful 
whether it willever be otherwise. That ad- 
ditional legislation to induce the reciama- 
tion and settlement of arid land is necessary

Local and community interests under 
State control will stimulate results with far 
greater zeal and success. The principal 
proposition involved--reclamation and set- 
tlement by individuais in small holdings— 
meets my strong approval, and this bill 
seems to me to present full opportunity for 
the practical experiment under proper safe- 
guards. The United States retains title un- 
til reclamation is accomplished and the land 
occupied by actual settlers. ‘This, if success- 
ful, is the great object to be attained.’’ 

The States and Territories to which the bill 
will apply if it should become a law, are: 
Arizona, California, colorado, Idaho, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, Oregon, South Dako- 
ta, Utah, Washington and W yoming.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


A Letter From Secretary Carlisle Oon- 
taining His Views on Improvements. 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Senator Ransom, 

the Chairman of the Senate Committee on 

Commerce, to-day received from Secretary 

Carlisle a letter containing his views of 

the pending bill to promote the efficiency of 
he revenue cutter service. 

The Secretary quotes from the annual re- 
ports of several of his predecessors to show 
the necessity for a provision of 


law creating a retired list of officers 
of the revenue marine service. ‘lie 
Statutes provide that each revenue vessel 
shall have one captain anda stated number 
of other officers, but no provision is made for 
the filling of places made practically vacant 
by reason of old ageor other physical in- 
firmities. That is, no appointment can te 
made until there is an actual vacancy caused 
either by resignatioh or death, 

The Secretary shows that the ‘*waliting 
orders’’ list contains nearly one-third of all 
the captains in the service, their age rang- 
ing from 54to 90 years. The Secretary says 
that the need of more officers on the active 
listis anurgent one,and he recommends 
that a retired list be authorized and that the 
places left vacant be filled by promotion as 
now.

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NAVAL GUNS. 


LARGE 


Views of Chairman Cummings of the 
Committee on Naval Aftairs. 


WaSHINGTOR, D. O., March 23.—Chairman 
Cummings of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs is not a Dellever in huge guns for 
naval purposes, such as were recently tested 
at Indian Head, 

In my judgment. said he, a ten-inch 
gun is the largest we should make, as it com- 


binesthe greatest efficiency with the least 
disadvantages. At Annapolis I saw one of 
the thirteen-inch guns, similar to the one 
tested at Indian Head, mounted on 2 
Italian warship. It was on 
raised turret, with delicate machinery 
tor swinging the gun onaneccentric. But 
the delicacy of the machinery was better 
suited toa watch than to a heavy gun. A 
six-pound shot dropped into it would have 
destroyed this delicate mechanism and crip- 
pled the gun. These disadvantages of 
mounting and handling huge guns quite out- 
weigh ag! advantages they have in effect- 
iveness twas established at the Indian 
Head trials that a 10-inch gun fs sufficiently 
effective to demolish any plate made. That 
being 80, there is no need of getting any 
more effectiveness. All beyond the 10-inch 
gun is waste. 


THAT OMAHA MINT. 


Senator Sherman Wants the Report In 
vestigated. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 23.—Senator 
Sherman yesterday introduceda resolution 
directing the Committee on Judiciary to ex- 
amine and report whether unauthorized sim- 
ulation of coins of the United States by coins 
of the same weight, metal and fineness 16 
criminal under the acts against counterfeit- 
ing, and it this is not the case, to report a 
bill to prevent and punish such simulation.

ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 


Preparations Under Way for Three Im- 
portan: Expeditions. 

ST. JOHN, Newfoundland, March 23.—Prep- 
arations are already being made here for 
three arctic explorations this summer, one 
consisting of three or four persons, probably 


under the leadership of Prof Hollprin of 
Philadelphia. They will goto Bowerden Bay, 
In West Greenland, in the steamer Falcon 
and will bring back Lieut. Peary and the 
party which went with himto the arctic 
regions. 

Another expedition under Mr. Stern, con- 
sisting of elght persons, proposes going to 
Smith's Sound, also in the northern latitude 
toconduct geological investigations. They 
will remain three years. Three of this party 
are Norwegians. One of its objects is to fina 
the Swedish explorers Bjorling and Wal 
stennings who went North in 1892 on the 
schooner 2 a nd are supposed to be lost, 
as the vessel’s wreck was found last year. 

The third expedition projected will be the 
largestin many years. The American con- 
sul has signed a treaty fora steamer to take 
a party of sixteen scientists north toa place 
on Lady Franklin Bay. The expedition is 
under the auspices of the American Govern.- 
mentandan appropriation by Congress is 
awaited before completing the arrange- 
ments.

In a word, ‘‘If Christ Came to OChicago’’ is a wholesale expose of Chicago, and, of 
its kind, the most sensational book of the decade.

‘HIGGINS HANGED. 


One Murderer Loss Among Chicago’s 
Criminals To-Day. 


THE SLAYEROF OLD HAN M'COOEY DIES 
ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


As the Death Trap Rattled the Prisoners 
in the Jail oried Hang Prendergast,’’ 
and Harrison’s Assassin Shivered 
With Fear—How the Doomed Man Met 
His Fate. 


Cuicaco, III., March 23.—At exactly 12:08 
this afternoon the body of Thomas Higgins 
shot through the trap and the murder of 
Peter McUCooey was legally avenged. The 
march tothe scaffold in the jail yard began 
a few minutes defore 12, and at 120’clock 
precisely the procession reached the 
north corridor in full view of the 
spectators. The Sheriff and Jaller Mor- 
ris marched directly upon the gallows and 
were immediately followed by the doomed 
man and the priests, Higgins being brought 
to a stop directly beneath the noose. Ina 
few moments the Sheriff and jailer bound 
the prisoner’s feet, his arms already having

been secured behind his back, and the rope 
was quickly placed around his neck and the 
death cap adjusted and the trap was sprung. 
Higgins died game. On the scaffold he 
kissed a crucifix and ‘smiling said Good 
bye’’ tothe priests. His death was appar- 
ently painless. 

‘*HANG PRENDERGAST.’* 
As the clatter or the falling trap frang 
through the cool corridors the prisoners 
raised a yell of Hang Prendergast.’*’ The 
little assassin of Mayor Harrison crawled 
further into the corner of his cell where he 
sat trembling with fear. Prendergast would 
have nothing to say about the hanging and 
seemed overcome by terror by the sounds ac- 
companying the execution which he so nar- 
rowly escaped. 

To the last newspaper man who conversed 
with Higgins just previous to his being 
turned over to the nal ministrations of the 
priests he said: 

„It I had not been persecuted year after 
year by the police I would not de here. They 
made theirattacks on me every time they 
had an opportunity and I can prove by West 
Side people that they threatened frequently 
to hang me before they got through with me, 
They are doing it now and their perjured

Prendergast Granted a New Lease of Life 
Till April 6. 


Cuicaco, III., March 23.—A deputy from 
the Oriminal Court to-day served the order 
of Judge Chetlain on Sheriff Gilbert, which 
prevents the execution of Prendergast until 
April 6. 

Just beforeglast midnight Judge Chet- 


lain decided that there is sufficient 
ground to warrant an inquiry into 
Prendergast’s sanity and ordered the 
execution deferred until April 6. Judge 
Chetlain said: 

Ihe case as it now stands is as follows: 
The State has appeared and declared itself 


ready to proceed. It has conceded to the de- 
tendant the righttoa trial. The Court re- 
quired the defense to introduce further evi- 
dence to make a prima facie case raising a 
reasonable doubt as to the sanity of the pris- 
oner. The question is not one ofthe guilt of 
the prisoner, but whether he between the 
time ofthe judgment of the Court and the 
execution of his sentence has become insane, 
Ine Court has the power toimpanel a jury 
and try thisease. It is pow nearly midnight 
and it is apparent to counsel on both sides 
that the trial could not be coneluded before 
the time appointed for the execution. Shall 
the Court be left powerless to prolong the 
time of execution of sentence? From the au- 
thorities Iam satisfied that the Court has the 
nherent power. 

Nov, has good cause been shown why the 
time of execution should be prolonged? Two 
witnesses say that this man has become in- 
sane since the judgment of court. One tes- 
tifed toa change in his manner and less co- 
herence in his language, indicating insanity.

Since the introdgotion of the McCreary bill, 
the State Department has been waiting, w ith 
more less patience to hear from Great Britain 
as to the measure which it was proposed to 
introduce in Parlament in co-operation with 
this Government. For some time Ambassa- 
dor Layard was unable to secure any infor- 
mation from the British Foreign Office as to 
what was proposed. but within a few days 
the draft of the British measure has been re- 
ceived here and is found to be satisfactory in 
many important particulars. 

Secretary Gresham has been in conference 

with Sir Julian Pauncefote on several occa- 

sions of late, and the terms of a modus 

have been practically agreed upon, andthe 

cable messages Which have passed between 

the two Governments within the last day or 
lated to the final details.

THE CHINESE TREATY. 

The new treaty negotiated by Secretary 
Gresham and the Chinese Minister, which is 
Deing considered in secret by the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the Senate, contains 
several provisions that are likely to provoke 
much opposition onthe part of the Senators 
fromthe far Western and particularly the 


coast States. The treaty, as sept to the Sen- 
ate, if it should be ratified without amend- 
ment, it is declared, would render pugatory 
many of the chief features of the present 
Geary law, as it would permit the immigra- 
tion of Obinamen, under certain restrictions, 
which is now absolutely interdicted. 

It is said on the highest authority that 
China has insisted that the feature of the 
Geary act which compelsall Ohinamena who 
remain in this country to be photographed 
and registered shall apply to all American 
aliens who are within Chinese borders. This 
is regarded as an offensive retaliatory pro- 
posal on the part of China, and it will be bit. 
terly opposed, both in and out of the Senate 
Foreign relations Committee, The last re- 
ports show that there are about 1,200 Ameri. 
can missionaries in China who would be com 
pelled under this treaty stipulated to de 
photographed and registered in the manner 

rescribed for the Chinese in this country.

New Yorx, Maren 28.—So far the police can 
find no clew te aid them in unraveling the 
mystery of the horrivie murder of tiny Susie 
Martin, whose mutilated and dismembered 
body was found in the cellar of No. 517 West 
Thirty-pinth street, on Monday evening. In 
spite of the efforts of Inspector McLaughlin’s 
best detectives and of the police of the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station nothing has 

yet been found that throws light upon the 
4 of the person who committed the 
crime. 

Such a murder, followed by such hideous 
efforts to destroy the victim of it, could not 
have been committed dy an ordinary crim!i- 
nal. The distriet in which this crime oc- 
curred is well called Hell's Kitchen. It has 
béen the scene of many crimes of violence, 
some of a most brutal crime, but never before 
has suck a crime been committed there. In 
fact, the Whitechapel atrocities of Jack the 
Ripper are the only tragedies of recent years 
with which this awful butchery may be com- 
pared. 

One week ago Thursday a general alarm 
was sent out by the police, stating that little 
Susie Martin had disappeared that day from 
herhome, and ordering the policemen to 
look for her. This police alarm read: 


Leek for Susie Martin: 11 years old; medium 
build, slim; dark complexion, hair ana eyes: bine 
striped calico dress; brown cloth coat, with yellow 
stripes, trimmed with far; biue cloth skirt; blue 
elot girl’ . on Black stockings; button shoes; 
missing since Thursday, March 8. 


This alarm did not resultin the finding of 
the missing child, and the order to the police 
to keep a lookout for her was still posted in 
the station-houses. When on Monday even- 
ingthe mutilated body was found in the 
cellarof the Thirty-ninth street tenement 
and afterwards taken tothe police station 
on Thirty-ninth street, between Ninth and 
Tenth avenues, it did not, however, appar- 
ently occur to the police officers thereto 
connect the finding of this child’s body with 
the disappearance of little Susie Martin. 


The ghastly find in the cellar was only that 
portion of the child’s body from the neck to 
the diaphragm, with the arms sawed off 
about four inches from the shoulders. This 
rempant of the body. the torso, was 
wrapped in clothing which had belonged toa 
little giri, and it was through this clothing 
the identification was made. The mutilated 


trunk itself could not be recognized by any- 
one who had knowa the child in ute. 

The police ally notified Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin of their ghastly discovery and the 
parents of the lost child went to the Station- 
house and at once identified the clothing as 
belonging to little Susie. The identification 
was as complete as clothing could make it, 
but there were even stronger circumstances. 
On the back ofan underskirt worn by Susie 
Martin one button was missing, and the but- 
ton-hole above was broken. This was true 
of the underskirt in the bundle at the sta- 
tion. On the tops ofthe black stockings with 
white feet, worn by Susie Martin, two odd 
buttons had been sewed by the mother, ana 
she described the buttons to the detectives. 
They were the same asthe buttons found on 
the tops of the stockings in the bundle at the 
Station-house 

The discovery of this horrible crime, by the 
finding of the mutilated trunk, was purely 
an accident. The house at No. 517 West 
Thirty-nioth street isan old-fashioned tene- 
ment, four stories high. The first floor is on 
the street level. One steps from the side- 
walk directly into the hallway. This hallway 
runs straight through toa small back yard. 
From the hallway stairs lead to a rear cellar, 
a dirty, dark hole, with oignt small, cup- 
board-like coal-bins in it, ntrance to this 
rear cellar is had from the back yard through 
a trap door, which was not kept locked. 

Entrance to the lower hall could probably 
be had without difficulty at any time, al- 
though there was a rule of the house which 
was disobeyed, as most tenement- house rules 
and regulations are, that the front door 
should always be kept locked. The front 
cellar was occupied by a grocer, who keeps a 
store and lives on the street floor, and there 
was no access to the rear cellar from the one 
in front. 

Next to the tenement-house on the east 
there Is an areaway big enough for a team to 
enter, leading to a small yard surrounded by 
tumble-down wooden stables. These stables 
are rented out in stalls to pedlers, etc. A 
fence about the height of a man’s head 4di- 
vides the stable yard from the yard of the 
tenement-house. The stable yard is known 
as one of the tou ghest of the many tougu re- 
sorts inthe Hell’s Kitchen district, Night 
and day a gang of young rufMians and old 
rufians gather there to drink beer, to fight 
or to sleep. 

By closing the gate which shuts off the vie 4 
of the place from the street, they can tere 
indulge in prize fights, dog fights, and all 
Sorte of orgies, with little danger of police 
observation or interférence. A row of spikes 
bad been placed on topof the fence which 
separates the stable- yard from the yard of 
the tenement- house, but these had been bent 
ment $e and the presence ofsome old boxes 
anda couple of unhinged doors against the 
fence on the stable-yard side, indicates that 
it was no unusual thing for the 8 rut- 
flans and tramps who frequented the stables 
to umb over the fence into the tenement 


yard, 

It is not unlikely that the flend who mur- 
dered littie Susie Martin and so horribly mu- 
tilated her body took that portion ofit which 
he secreted the cellar ot the. tenement 
house into the stable yard over the fence and 
into the cellar through the rear trap door, 
although be might have made his way into 
the tenement direct from the street, 

The a cellar of the tenement house 
where the body was found, according to the 
ganittoas ofthe place, ig scarcely ever en- 
ag y the tenants.

One thing is absolutely certain, and that 15.

body was found. There is no sign of dlood in 
the celiar. The girl must have been killed 
and her body cut to pieces atsome other 
place, and the portion which was found in 
the cellar must have been brought there and 
secretea. 

It is also reasonable to believe that whoever 
Eur int the portioa of the murdered girl's 

u that Lellar must have deen familiar 
with the house. Such a place never would 
have been found accidentally. The frequent- 
ing of the adjoining stable yard by the young 
tougbs and ruffians of the neighborhood was 
calculated to make the dark cellar Known to 
many men who might have been mixed up in 
such an affair. 

The police are, it is sald, working upon two 
theories. Fora ‘completion ofa crime it was 
necessary that the murderer should have 
had at hand a knife, a saw, and a cauldron 
of hot water. In that neighborhood there are 
a number of places where all these things 
can be found. 

First there is the brewery. Then there are 
the slaughter houses in the blocks between 
Eleventh avenue and the river in Thirty- 
ointh and Fortieth streets. It is Known that 
during the winter Susie Martin, with many 
Other persons, grown people and children, has 

visited those places where sheep and lambs 
are Killed to get the haslets. At those houses 
there are no hot water vats, but in the four 
big killing establishments aga two or three 
places where tripe and saus 7080 casings are 
prepared ail of the requisite jqnditions exist. 
All ofthese places are left “ Zharge of a soli- 
tar atchman fora nu foe hours each 
night, and at any one * es the murder 
and mutilation could fe. committed. 

The mutilated — eer pene corpse 
has been buried as in of Susie Martin, 
though the Coroners physician would not 
certify as to its identity. 

Detectives, who have been watching the 
Gumpat W est Forty-seventh streetin the 
hope that something would turn up there 
tending to throw light upon the mystery 
ofthe child’s death at noon to-day, report 
two finds. One was that of a 
little wrap or jacket that was thought might 
have belonged tothe missing gril. It was of 
dark material with horizontal] stripes. As 
far as could be discovered it was not hers, 
however, Her father said her jacket or 
overcoat, as he called it, was of fur 
or was fur-trimmed. The jacket was ina 
load of ashes brought from Stevenson’s 
brewery, which is near where tlhe corpse was 
found. Theother fad was a dirk knife or 
Stilletto, brought in a city cart from the 
same quarter. It was a dirk withan 18-inch 
blade and such as might have made the 
wounds in the side of the chii@d, It has a 
curved German crossand handle tip and a 
mahogany or rosewood handle.
